Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 
of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art 
to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 
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5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Prior 
Art (hereafter PA, submitted by applicant) in view of Higgins, III (U. S. Patent 
5,639,989). 

Regarding claims 1-7, PA discloses an electronic component (1) as shown in 
figure 2, particularly a surface-mountable radiation-emitting and/or radiation-sensitive 
electro-optical component (LED-1 ), with a plastic housing (14) that includes at least one 
metallic soldering area (4), characterized in that the surface of the plastic housing (14). 

Higgins does show an anti-solder coating essentially consists of polysiloxane (24, 
column 6, lines 18-32) coated on a part of die (13) and not covered conductive pad of 
the die disclosed in figure 1 . 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have an anti-solder coating essentially consists of polysiloxane 
as taught by Higgins to modify the electronic component of PA in order to be shielded 
and prevent emission or coupling of EMI from component mounted on a printed circuit 
board.
